thing for the small shops. So it is pretty clear that the business men, 
the merchants, the msnufacturers, arc not free. 

It is hardly necessary to add that the professional class, lawyers, 
doctors, teachers, preachers, are not free. They are of course mainly dc* 
pendent upon the other classes, and especially upon the class WITH 
MONEY, for a living. Only in rare cases can they follow their own in. 
clinalions, and express their opinions without fear or favor. Sorely, none 
of the men here mentioned can in any true sense be said to be free.

Now let us consider the farmers. In times of old, they vrerc looked 
upon as the "free and independent class" par axcetlence. Tbs present 
high prices for the staple goods of. farmers have for a moment 
relieved that clasS! They experience a temporary prosperity. But let us 
recollect the crisis of the ninedas and the mournful story of the praaL 
dential election of iSgd, when the poor farmers, burdened with debts and 
misery, like a drowning man clutcMng at the last straw, as a class voted 
for "free silver." It was lucky for the farmers mors than for anybody 
else that they did not succeed at that time. 

But this present prosperity is only temporary. The farmers will de¬ 
teriorate again. They are bound to deteriorate as long as dw preaent 
economic system lasts. The farmers are the serfs of the trusts, the nil* 
roads and the speculators. They are not free. 


Of contsa, it can never be real freedom. It may be tbe liberty of the 
libertins— Of dM slave, who hat just got free—but it never is the freedom 
of the free man. The ex-slsves of the old Romans were called liberrines, 
and when sat at liberty they were noted for their licentioucner.s. They 
did "as they d—— pleased.' 

• • • 

If the oapltaliat right to oppress others is liberty, then our present 
capiulist Ubarty it right. Liberty of that kind, of course, can be used or 
abused, and our economic conditions set a premium upon the abc. c of 
liberty by any e«-slave of the system who has become free. 

But freedom as such can never be abused. Freedom is inborn with 
us, and the only trouble is. we cannot enjoy it. because a certain small 
class, the capitalist class—the libertines of d>e present economic system— 
is absolutely at liberty. And these men use their liberty to oppress us. 

FreedotJ is closely connected with economic conditions. A man is 
not free who la dependent upon another for a job—for a chance to make 
a livelihood. Under the present economic system with its unbridled com- 
I petition, only the successful ate free. Only the successful can throw-off 
the shackles of industrial slavery—end with this liberty they often become 
libertines, in every sense of the word. For further details, please read 
the columns of any metropolitan daUy. 

But we cannot live moral Uvea, unless we are free. Hence, freedom 
is the ideal of the Social-Democrats, and we will combat and defy any- 
I thing and anybody, even within the Socialist movement and within the 
labor movemaot, that will curtail our freedom.

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The United States Constitution

C HE constitution of the United 
States was written in 1787. 

At that time not 1 single une 
of the great labor-.aving and com- 
fort-proQueing devices of modern 
times had been invented. Not a mile 
of railroad track had been laid on 
the face of the earth. Xot a rod of 
telegraph or felejihone wire had 
been stretched. The marvels of 
steam and the miracles of electricity 
had not been dreamed of. The pos¬ 
tal system was undeveloped. It took 
weeks to get a letter from a dis¬ 
tance of a few hundred milts. News¬ 
papers and magazines were few and 
far between. There were no libr.arie'. 
no public schools. There were but 
a few stage lines. The toots «ith 
which the farmers and the mechanics 
worked were primitive—almost bar¬ 
baric. Household eonvrniencrs svee 
rare and rude. Not so much as a 
friction match had been devised. 
When the fire went out, it was ne¬ 
cessary either to strike a new one 
from a piece of flint or go to a 
neighbor's house and borrow a sup¬ 
ply of coals. Manufacturing, tom- 
meree and retail business were car¬ 
ried on, on a tiny scale by individ. 
ual proprietors. Chattel slavery ex¬ 
isted in the South and the indenture 
of bonded servants In the North. 
But most of the people worked "on 
their own hook." as the saying goes 
The newness of the country and the 
primitiveness of the tools made it 
practicable to put into operation the 
theory of "every fellow for himself." 
Modem division of labor and com. 
plicatfOD of industry were nnhe.ard 
of. The people wer« largely inde¬ 
pendent of each other. 

The constitution was framed by 
the well-to-do clast. .And it was 
framed to fit their own interests nn- 
der the social conditions described 
above. 

Manifestly, a constitution framed

tu fit liuch comlitions could not be 
thoroughly ad;:pted to fit the coodi* 
tionA oi the present day. 

For, since those days, gigantic 
changes have taken place. The sim¬ 
ple agricultural tools have been fol¬ 
lowed by the marvelous machinery 
now in use. Individual production 
In' trades and mamifactores. -ivilh 
primitive toolSi has been followed by 
the factory system — modern indus¬ 
try—its infinite division of la¬ 
bor and prodigies of labor-saviog 
machinery— f'O entirely wonderful in 
character and variety as to beggar 
description. The stage coach has 
been followed by the railroad train 
—a change which it is easy to recite, 
but which is so stupendous that it re¬ 
quires a mental effort to realize it. 
The almost total lack of communica¬ 
tion has been followed by the tele- 
Erapli. the telephone and the postal 
system. The tallow dip has been 
followed by the gas jet and the elec¬ 
tric light. Newspaper**, magazines, 
books and schools exist in number¬ 
less quantity and variety-—though 
most of them arc available to only 
a *iw. The triumphs of chemistry, 
mathematics, astronomy, gefilogy. 
zendogy. anthropology, biology, em¬ 
bryology. philoiogv*. physiology, 
archeology, the fine .irts. the liberal 
arts, the industrial arts. etc., etc., 
have opened up fields of study, inves¬ 
tigation and research which afford 
the keenest pleasure to the human 
intellect that has the opportunity to 
grafiple with ihctn The industries 
have developed into great trusts and 
combines emplc ying myriads of pien 
and women carrying on business on 
a hugh scale. The greet masses of 
the people no longer work "on their 
own hook.** They art no longer in¬ 
dependent of each other. They arc 
interdependent upon each other. It 
is no longer practicable to apply the 
theory of "every fellow for himself “ 
W'c arc now capable of giving every

boy and gfrl a liberal education—btrt 
we do not do it. Steam, electricity, 
the ‘ wonderfully improved agricul¬ 
tural machinery, and the perfect for¬ 
est of labor-saving machinery used 
in the millf. mtoes. factories and 
other industries have made os cap. 
aWc of producing, in a fraction of 
oar waking hours, enough to provide 
human being with all the ne¬ 
cessaries and comforts of life, in¬ 
cluding the leisure and the means 
*or physical, mental, moral and spir¬ 
itual development. We do not do it. 
But we mutt do it. In order to do 
it, we will have lo introduce Social¬ 
ism. 

These, in brief, are the reasons 
why we have outgrowo a good deal 
of the United States constitution. 
But do not worry. 

This obstacle Is not half at for-' 
midable as it looks. 

Among others there Is one splen -1 
did clause in the constitution which 
we have not outgrown. It it the one 
which gives congress the power to| 
dc anything that U for the gencfal 
welfare. Under that clause we can 
introduce Socialism without a con-' 
stitutipnal an’*‘ndment I 

.Again, the supreme court has no 
legal power lo declare a law uncon-' 
stitutional. Certain isolated state- 
ments on the pan of a few qolonia! 
politicians, and an overweening keen- 
nes. to prove th."*! the con.tituticm 
a cla», dr^ument—which cxn ea.ily 
be provetl without retorting to ex- 
•iBKeniion—have led tome Socialist- 
to hclieve th.ll the court, have such 
power. Rut it is „ot r 1. Therefore, 
if the judges nullify tne laws passed 
by a Socialist administration we will 
jii*,t ignore them and go on about 
our busir '1 of introducing Social¬ 
ism.

Sugar at Half a Cent a Pound 

Refining Compazi3F*s Own Figwet Show How 
COTtumo’ Is Robbed—The Remedy

S UGAR is selling in the United 
States this week in the neigh¬ 
borhood of 9 cents a pound, 
and the prospects are that the price 
may go to to cents. 

And this price is matnutned by 
the mandate of a few men in Wall 
street who have decided that more 
profits are to be demanded from the 
y.^Slic. 

Not long ago figures obtained 
from the official report of one of the 
big sugar refining corporations 
shc'wed that sugar could be produced 
in the refined state at an average 
cost of ooe^hall cant a pound. 

The report of the sugar corpora¬ 
tion didn't say. of course, that sugar 
could be made ready for the whole¬ 
sale maiket for a half cent a pound, 
but the annual report showed plainly 
what amount* were spent or wages, 
together w;:.*: other expenses, the 
afncdnt of sugar refined and the re¬ 
ceipts for same were also in the re- 
prtrt, and it didn't take much time 
with the information at hand to 
prove that the cost of prodnetion of 
beet and cane sugar was not more 
I than onc-haif cent a pound. 

But the people w’ho are complain- 
ng most should not blame the sugar; 


for profits and if they can induce the 
consumer by way of perfectly legiti¬ 
mate business methods to pay evenj 
IS cenu a potmd they arc per'ectlyl 
justified. Besides the majority oi the - 
consumers voted for the continua-. 
tion«of the private ownership of the | 
sugar industry, and yet they appear t 
to be the loudest to complain. I 
And the "statesmen" at Wishing -1 
ton being agents of the sugar and | 
other trusts have done nothing to in-1 
sure the people any relief from the j 
profit mongers. I 

Figures that can be obtained from j 
the sugar refining companies records 
show beyond all question that the 
refined article can be sold by the re¬ 
tailer at not more than 3 cents a 
pound, and at the same time return 
a magnificent revenue to the stock, 
holders And investigation into 
nearly every other product used will 
show the same game and exploita¬ 
tion. 

. .Mr. Consumer, are you going to 
again vote for this capitalist game to 
continue? Do you want to be a part 
ow’ner in the sugar trust and other 
trusts or permit the profit plan to 
go on.^ It is up to you.

An Attractive School Bond ^Proposition 

The Public: Somebody showed a 
good deal of financial sense at the re¬ 
cent convention of the National 


Educational Association. His name, 
whoever he may be. is John F. Mur¬ 
ray. The great complaint at that 
convention, as everywhere, is that 
our school system is crippled for 
want of funds. 

Mr. Murray wa* able to see, as 
many others do not, that one of the 
causes for this obstacle to public ed¬ 
ucation is manipulation by bankers. 
They deal in bonds, gilt edge securi¬ 
ties. xs a village storekeeper does io 
mu«l**i* and calicoes; and like the 
storekeeper, the banker must keep a 
gr>od stock on hand. Conseqnently* 
the whole banking interest Is keen 
for public bonding propositions, and 
opposed to having communities pay 
a* they go. skrough equitable iaxa- 
tion. Kcncr *>ri;ds, and more 

school bonds, and refunded school 
bonds, etc., etc., to the "squeezing uf f 
teachers' salaries and the pro*pcrity! 
of hankers who "place** the* bonds | 
ami the big investors who get them. 

Now read Mr. Murray’s resolution I 
at the National Educational Aisocia- ! 
tion; 

Whereas, The average school dis¬ 
trict bond is is.*ued for a period of 
twenty years and draws 6 per cent 
interest, thus clearly showing that 
when the taxpayers of a school dis¬ 
trict tax themselves %2.2Q for school 
purposes they give the children $i 
and the money-lender $r.io; and 
Whereas, If the federal govern¬ 
ment would recognise school dis¬ 
trict bonds as a proper securhy, and 
would issue currency thereon, as It 
now issues currency to national 
hanks, it would save hundreds of 
millions of dollars to the school fund; 
therefore, be it 

Resolved. We favor the federal 
government permitting, in such man¬ 
ner and under such conditions as it 
may prescribe, school district voting 
bonds snd municipalities iituitig 
bonds for school purposes, to deposit 
sock bonds whh the treasurer of the 
federal government—in such sob- 
treaamries js be may designate—and 
the ‘.issakucL thereon of government 
currency to the full amonm of inch 
school bonds, at the coal of issoance 
to the government.

but the Henry Drummonds, on the 
other hand, feel that Darwin has 
given them a nobler thought of God. 
In the same way. although Bebcl may 
feel that Marxian Socialism "in the 
domain of religion means atheism." 
there are as good Socialists as he 
who claim that Marx has shown them 
how to be better Christians. I ad¬ 
mit that Marxian sociology is harder 
for the Christian thinker to otiliae 
than Darwinian biology. Darwin's 
life was calm and peaceful compared 
with Marx's; who w\i driven from 
one Christian state .0 another, and 
did. without doubt, become embit¬ 
tered. Then, too. Darwin was an 
Englishman and Marx a German, and. 
as Profeasor James put it. "The ex¬ 
pression of English thought is re-

Army 
officers therefore organized, the past 
year, a great many thousands of the 
Peasant boys. The Associated Press 
of Sept 16 gives an account of a bril¬ 
liant review of Iheae scoots, by the 
F.mperor, recently at St Petersburg. 
The account says: 

‘The emperor ind several of 
the grand dukes, including Mich¬ 
ael -Alexsodrovich, formerly heir 
presumptive to the throne, with 
a brilliant suite of genersls, all 
on horseback, rode -lown the 
four long lines of troops, the 
emperor getting the regular sa¬ 
lute from each company, reply- 
' ing to it, and getting in response 
an enthusiastic response of 
youthful hurrahs. 

"A thrilling tight were the 
flees of the youngsters it they 
marched past their emperor with 
eyes keen on carrying away a 
good picture of him, and a note 
of contagious enthusiasm waa 
carriad to tha tbousandt of 
ipactaton in their parting aa- 
lute: 'Wa ara eager to excel, 
your Irapersa] majesty.’" 

The emperor and hit cabinet are 
to plaasad with results lo far, that 
stapa ara haing taken to enlarge tbe 
moTcment.

No Socialist claims that the gov> 
ernment of Israel under luoses and 
the judges was Socialism; neither Is 
claimed that the communism of the 
early Christians (See Acta 2:44, 45; 
4 33*35)* And which continued until 
Constantine corrupted and secular¬ 
ized the church, was Socialism.

IAOSSIBLY I have been the bard-! 
HJ est and most persistent fighter 
of Socialism in the state of 
Texas. I have left nothing undone 
in waging vigorous and uncompro* 
tnising warfare on the movement. 1 
fought vigorously, venomously, bit* 
terly, but always openly. 

I believed that the men back of 
the movement were opposed to re¬ 
ligion, and that they held lax views 
regarding marriage. Basing my be¬ 
lief on the teaching of certain Siocial- 
ist writers, I openly charged that the 
; movement was anti-religious Vnd sub-

1 belUre in the home, the 
ChrittUn home, not the tawdry 
manaion of the idle rich, nor yet 
the crowded, germ-infected, dis- 
eaae-breeding tenement of the 
anifering poor. I believe in the 
home, not the gilded palace snr- 
feited with luxury and inhabited 
by aelfiahncif perionified, nor yet 
the place scant in room and 
poorly furnished wb. re tired and 
weary and heart-sore parents 
find a place to eat and sleep and 
where ragged and dirty and 
haif.fed children grow up in pov¬ 
erty and ignorance and vice to 
become vagranta and criminals 
and a menace to society. I bo- 
lieva ip the home where love 
lives, where the one man love, 
the cme woman and the woman 
lovea the one man, where there 
b' the merry prattle of innocent 
childhood, where there it work 
enough for all to keep the body 
strong and hcal'hv and the mind 
clear and clean and bright, where 
there is leisure for reading and 
study and recreation, where there 
are all the comforts of life and 
none of its hurtful luxuries,—The 
Rev. Hamilton. 
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anti-religious Vnd sub¬ 
versive of true morality. 

In support of my position, rea'i*- 
iog that the movement w*as great 
and growing. I sounded the warning 
to Christian people through the press < 
and from the platform. I met in joint 
discussion some of the ablest Social- | 
ists of the southwest. 

Socsalkm and Morality 

My position was that the Socialist 
proposals led inevitably to destruc¬ 
tion of the church and the breaking 1 
up of the home. I could see noth- j 
ing else and sought nothing else. | 

I eagerly bought every book that j 
I could Hear of that seemed to | 
support my position. Is it a. 
mere coincidence that men uhoj 
fight Socialisri from this standpoini 
use the same books and the same! 
passage from those books. TJiere 
are hundreds of Socialist books, no 
movement has ever had such a liter* 
ature, yet those who fight Socitltsm 
as an atheistic, anti-religious, free - 
j love movement arc restricted to a 
scant dozen volumes. 

It is wrong, unfair and altogether 
unjust to brand a great movement 
with obloquy and infamy because of 
what a few misguided zealot* have 
said, even though some of these 
stood high in that movement. Every 
new movement has suffered in that 
way. In 1856, when John C. Fre¬ 
mont was the candidate of the newly 
formed Republican party for presi 
dent, the Democrats adopted the 
taunting slogan: *'Fremont. free soil, 
free niggers, free women.” Nothing 
is clearer from the reading of the 
epistle of Paul than ^hat there were 
free lovers in the early church. Doe* 
any- one lay the blame for the teach¬ 
ing and practice upon Christianity? 

I am not specially seeking a de¬ 
bate, but to satisfy Ml mind» I make 
this proposition to any one who 
thinks it fair and right to attack So¬ 
cialism on these grounds: To such 
person 1 will deliver all the books, 
and they are marked, that I have 
used in my W'arfare against Social¬ 
ism, and I will undertake to meet 
and refute the charges—provided 
that ? be allowed to affirm in a sec¬ 
ond discussion this proposition— 
‘‘Socialism is 'fundamentally right 
and in harmon^ with the teachings 
of the Bible." 

Indhridual ts. Social Sal^.tkm 

In religion I had always been a 
stickler for the strictly individualistic 
idea of tin and salvation. Socialism 
seemed to stand for the very oppo¬ 
site. Between Christianity and So¬ 
cialism, as it seemed to me, there 
was a great g;itf fixH. Their differ¬ 
ences, fundamentally, were irrecon¬ 
cilable. altogether at variance. I 
must learn hew men calling them¬ 
selves Christians could also call 
themselves Socialists. How could 
they harmonize the two? The ideal 
of each, a regenerated earth, might 
be the same; but in the method by 
which this was to be secured they 
were as w'ide apart as the poles. As 
1 understood Christianity, all politi¬ 
cal and social evils were the result 
of sin. and sin was an individual, not 
a social matter. To create a better 
social order was a long, alow, and 
tedious process. 

But my narrow individualistic 
views prevented my seeing Itaat there 
anything inharcntly wrong in

A Race of Prostitutes 


' (Wriitn* for The Herab^^ 

O UR moraUty i» closely linked 
,with our economic condi¬ 
tions. The conditions of the 
present are warping our mor¬ 
ality to an amazing degree. The 
idea of individualism is still strong 
in (he breasi.s of a large part of our 
populace ImlividualiAm carries wflh 
it the fight of conrentration of 
wealth. To accomplish thisT^sup- 
presvon of the masses is resorted to 
by the moneyed classes. This, in 
short, is our condition today. 

What, now. .has this to do whh 
our morality? Girls, bom of poor 
and ignorant parents, are oft times 
driven into lives of shame by their 
own fathers and mothers because the 
parents need the earning.^ accruing 
therefrom to buy bread and butter. 
Sometimes ^hc girls enter this life 
of their own accord, hut always for 
the same reason. Some girls arc 
brought up decently enough, even 
given a meager education, and yet 
conditions force them to lead im¬ 
moral lives. The conditions of so¬ 
ciety absolutely prohibit some wom¬ 
en snd girls from leading decent 
lives. They can not earn enough 
to eat or dress. The passions of 
men bred under like conditions, arc 
their only re.srut for a livelihood. 

But far the largest number of 
wromen W’ho are immoral are not 
professionally so. The young girl 
of the large city has not (he moth¬ 
erly care .^hc needs nor the educa¬ 
tional care, eitlwr; due in both 
cases to economic conditions. She 
is driven to work by necessity. She 
ill paid, and find^ but few joys 
in life. Her ultimate pleasure is at¬ 
tendance at cheap dance haUH, the' 
aaioon, the dive, or the public park 
concert. In each of tlic.«ic places she 
comes in contact with young men 
raised under conditions similar to 
hers. Thcii money is scarce, their 
education poor, their actions and I 
words arc coarse; they attend the 
worst of the theaters and the vilest; 
motion picture shows. They attempt | 
to imitate high society in its im-; 
morality. They have learned of hu-1 
man reproduction in alleys and dives. J 
They look upon the raping of young 
womanhood as a natural right. They ‘ 
know' no better and they have no 
chance to learn better. 

In the public parks, the girl comes 
in contact with the most dangerous 
beast of modern civilization, the 
pampered scion of the well-to-do 
family; he has money, perhaps an 
automobile, and he preys upon wom¬ 
en and girls. -At the evening con¬ 


certs at I^ake Park, it is a common 
thing for a y^ung man to stop a 
strange girl and ask her if f*te wilt 
go to the **boulcvard” (Kenwood), 
where there is a thick hedge of 
oushea, and no park police, and 
where pro.stitmion flourishes through 
the night. The^e are bald tacts, but 
they are true ones, and they require 
attention. Thoe sort id young men 
know* better and are educated, but 
they must be amused; and the ruin¬ 
ation of women is good aiuusemcnt, 
for*'»o!h. 

.At the other end of the soci,tl 
scale, where we find the 4 ii 0 or more 
sorts of society, iinniorahty is as 
ramp.'int as in the slum. Economic 
conditions are here likewise to 
hlame The women arc criminally 
operated upon to avoid the nuisance 
of children, and drunkenness, \*ice 
and prostitution are rega.'ded as se¬ 
lect cntert.'iinment. Both “so-*ety'* 
vice and fUim vice are due to con¬ 
ditions: the one is coupled with edu-* 
caiion, the other with ignorance. 

The most distressing phase of our 
economic conditions is the fact that 
wages are so low in comparison to 
the cost of living, that young men 
are becoming un.ible to marry at a 
reasonable age. or even at all. Hence, 
increased numbers of w’omen are be¬ 
ing driven into the world to support 
themselves. The trend of ihe past 
decade has been toward a marri.ige- 
le>s era. What of morality then? 
What of the dciiru^tion of the home 
and the family? 

Religion has done naught to re 
lieve these condi’iv.os. .Mmi'lcTv, 
bought by wraith, defend e\i.stiiig 
atTairs. Pidihcal parties Imvc pur- 
jujseiy overlooked these things. But 
the time is arriving when they must 
be corrected. InatittUKuis which pick 
hut one woman in a hundred from 
the gutter can accomplish little in 
the end. What we must do is to 
reach the root of the trouble, change 
the intolerable and unequal condi¬ 
tions, and bring about a basis of 
economy which permits of decent 
and moral living. Look about yot:. 
fathers and mothers, .nnd all you who 
regard with respect and affection the 
purity and sanctity of young man- 
I hood and young womanhood, and 
find the agency that will accomplish 
j this end. It is your duty to your 
I children, and to all boys and girls.

Better Pavements
